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A SERMON ON
- THE JESUITS

DR. M'LEOD SPEAKS OF THE 80-
CIETY OF JEBUS, '

He Pralsed Loyola's Followers for
Thelr Zeal, Their Devotion, Thelr
Belf-Denlal and Thelr Pursuit of a
Definite Purpose, but He Criticized
the Means They Adopted to Be-
curs Thelr Desired End—An Inter-
esting Account of the Beginnings
of the Order.

Rev, Dr, Jamea Meleod, pastor of the
Flrat Preabyterlnn church, delivered n
sermon-lecture on the Jesults before a
large congregation last night. The
doctor pralsed this powerful order for
many things, but he sharply criticlzed
it for others. He spoke as follows:

The tellgions ordor of which I am to speak this
evening, ‘vax orgunized In the Sixtecnth eentury,
We are not in the leart degree rewponsible for
elther the charoeter or the conduct of those who
Hyed conturies ago, We may form and express
out jutlgment of the men ond womon who then
Iivesd andl wimse prineiples and proctice are hic-
torle, without nvolving the present gensation,
We st Judge the grent reform: s amd  their
gpreat antngonists by the sge Inowhiloh they lived,
and not by the age n which we live, That wie
an age of religdous controversy, of religlona -
talerance and of religious persecution. This is on
ironie age in the sphere of veligion. Christion
toleration fs the rule, and intolemnce the ex-
caption, In all Cheistion lands, the rack and the
serew, and the wnspeakable horrors of the Ingwisi-
tlon, are things of the past. We think of them
with pain, and wa speak of them with sorrow.
No dhwiele in Chiristendom would now dare to
resort to smeh measureg, in order to enforee npon
othines its veligious opinions. No church eould
do ity even it it wonld; and, let us hope that no
chureh wonld do it, even {f it could,

The most stalwart champion of the greal Re-
formition of the Bixteenth century was Martin
Luther, and jty most stalwart opponent was Ig-
rolius Leyols, Tuther was elght years old when
the founder and prince of the Jesuits wus born,
The years 1485 and 149 are memorable in the
annals of the Christian church, because there
were born Awo bias who beeame the two greatest
veligiens fuctora of the Sixteenth century. Lu-
thir, the Cerman, was the most uncompromising
aml aeost successful foe that the Church of
erve ever evcountered; and Loyola, the Span-
bard, wios its most forecful ond successul chames
plon,

Loyola wius born under the shadow of the Py-
tenced. He became n valient soldier and was
soverely wounded at 1he seige of Pampeluna. 1o
was bronght to Loyola castle, where he wos born,
and while recovering from his wounds, he read
the “Lives of the Saints."” i reading and medi-
tation ¢hinnged his life. Mis mind underwent a
compiete rivolution. Instead of joining his regi-
ment, he resolved to be a soldier of the cross.
Thut was dn 1he year 15215 and it was in that
same year that Luther was summoned before the
Diet of Worms, where he defended  himsell and
God's truth i a right royal fashion.

THE ORDER'S BEGINNNING.

Tt was nearly twenty years after that time be-
forn Loyo!n sueccoded in winning the approvil
an! olitiining the sanction of the pope for the
engandtalion of his new socicly. *The Order of
the Bocivty of Jesus' wans approved and Wesid
by Pope Paul 1L in the year 15103 and Ignatlas
Loyola wis it first general,

Tt is coubtiul if, in the listory of the chureh,
any aliier sceiety has been more devoted to the
wign L espoused, or, for a time, more suc-

sl dn Qs etforts fo reach the ohject at which
it mimed.  The Jesuits took upon themselves vows
in whith they, in tlie most soloinn way, pledged
and devoted themselves to purlty, and poverty,
aml weal, amil obedience, and o the bardest Kind
of hord work—having mainly in view the overs
throw of Reformation dogirines, the defeat of
Lieretive, awml the sucees and spread of the doec-
teine of the Chureh of Romes and the pages of
history hear ample testimony to both Lhefr fidel-
Hy and thelr suecess, When their society wam
organized, iL had only ten members, but in i few
yeurs hudreds had joined it, and in a fow yeors
more, it mumbered  several  thousimds,

The principles adopied and the deeds done by
the Jdesuita lay them open to serious and severe
eriticlsm, They regarded the disease that al-
Hivted their church as desperate, and they did not
hwsitate to use desperate vemedies.  They felt that.
the Church of Roifie was in danger, amd they
come to its reseue. The time was opportune,
Already, some who professed to embrace Reforma-
tion doctrine had ddeparted far from it. The
Munbapwsts of that day were a motloy multitude,
whase wnreason and fanatician did much injury,
They substituted frenzy for faith, and thus the
Heformation was severely wounded in the lhoure
of its professed friends. The Jesults zaw fu the
dlisensions of the Protestunts a favorable oppor-
tunity for, thelr specific worl, and they eagerly
emhnaced it. They knew low to utilize the argus
ment that it ia boettor to “*bear the ills we have,
than fly to others that -we know not of," The
tide of the Reformation, which threatened to
sweep over the whole of Furope, was stopped;
and the stemming of that tide is due, in largest
measure, te the unceusing vigilanee, the untiring
encrgy and the consumanate skill and abllity of
the Jesuils,

AN HISTORIAN'S OPINION,

Lot a Protestunt histerian tell the story. e
Biys: “When the Jesuits came to the rescue of
the papacy, they found it in extreme peril; but,
from that moment, the tide of battle turned.

Joyolu awl Nis fellows regarded their flold as
the worlil,  They were men of boundlest ambi-
tion, aml their wmutual” npd spivitual resources
were sonmons, To bring the whole worl] «f
lmmanity into sabjection to them; to compel all
the sons and danghtors of men to bow down bes
fore their spieltual soverelgn, the pope of Rome;
thig was thele pmbition, and this the task they
usderionk  to accemplish,

ENTHUSIASTIC MISSIONARIES,

The desulta wore enthualastic misionaries, 1f
the Roman Catholle ehurel lost millions of hop
adbicrents on aecount of the Neformation, the
Jesuits were deternined 1o win buck these mil-
lions, oand along with them, other milliony in
lienthen lands, MHenee, they sent thelr mission-
aries to India and China, and Japan and Africa,
and they planted thelr banners in many places in
Lhda western hemisphere,  In thefe zeal, they went
to the eldeat parts of the old world, aml they
Litted wp the emeitix under the shadow of the
pyewnlds: nnd, with equal zeal, they settled in
Cunada angd taught the  Indions along the St
Lawrenee, They  waveleid west to the Mississippi,
and south to Louisiana, and, still forther sth,
to Mexico amld Brazil and Pargguoy, They spited
themsotves 1o overy  chicomstance,  amd ey
mlapted themselves to every condition.  With
equal fpeliity, they could be preachers, or tedchs
s, oF uchunics, or farmers, or politiclune, They
were to be found in the garb of Mandaring, su-
perintending  the observatory at Pekine  They
were to be found, spade In hamd, teaching the
rudinients of agriculture to the savages of Pards
guay. Iu thelr ranks were men of high attalo-

The commitee having in charge the Natlonal
elsteddlod, to be held in the Armory next Deeota-
tien Day. talie this means of congratulating them-
selves and the public on the sssured succrss of
the ivstival, The competitors alome will number
from fHtesn hundred to two thousand, and many
thousands will eome to hear them. While the
eistedidfod in itsell and in ita results will justity
the avdnous labors of the commitier, and the ex-
penditure of a lurge sum of money, the commit-
tee ure unwilling that their efforts shiall end with
the holdicg of this muaical festival. We are anx-
fvus that tihe elsteddtod sloll be the initiatory ve-
caaion for the inauguration of & movement of a
nivre subistuntial and permanent. character.

1. It may be safely sald that Seranton i8 a
muaical center, There I8 ne community of the
same gize in the United States which has more
und richer moterial for the formation of choral
organivalions than the city of Beranton, Much of
thig material has been trained from thmoo to time,
as witness the fino choim we have had. We have
alsa a large number of individual singers, who
sy in our various churchea as soloiels, and
many who are prize winnera in niwical compoti-
tlone  Nevirtheless, the permanent results are en-
tirely e ommensurate with the extent of the ma-
terinl within reach and of tho opportunitics we
lave for Ingh development along the line of choral
singinge, We know of no reason why there eon'’d
not be in our vity & choral organization, five hun-
dved stron, an organizativn enqual to the best in
the United States, This would enable us to solve
the problem of rendering the great oratorios and
of huving o Scranton musical fostival every year,
Salotsts may be hired, but choruses must grow,
To iy ¢ffective work in this dircetion, there must
he a permunent organizalion in constant (raining.
The committee huving the present. eistiddiod in
chirge pMopose to form a musical association for
the purpose, among other things, of forming such
a chorul organization as we have described,

2. Angther ebject the committee bave in view
in establishing a permanent musical organization
I8 to wateh for aud foster exveptional and
phenamenal voices, Nearly all (he great voiees
now on the concert stage und in opera have Iwen
dikcovernid in the beginning by sonte individual,
or muslen] assoclation, amd the possessors of the
voives linve been taken in hand and educated, The
groat Emgers, with few exceptions, come from
the ranks of what Is known as the common pea-
ple. Notalde instunces, among many, are Nor-
dicn, Schumenn-Heink and Ben Davies, But these
voives must be found, fostered and trained and
the owners of the voices educated. We have no
doubt that there are volves now in Beminton
which, it taken in their youth ond given a
thorongh Ameriean and European training, would
be famona in the world of opers and oratorio,
Therelore, the committee of the elateddfod desire
to unnownce that they have In view, in forming
w musien] association, the purpose of looking out
for such eaceptional voices,

2. In nddition to the objecis stated, the com-
mittee intend to hold the cisteddiod at stuted
periods, sy, every two or three yeam, We desire
to make ir 4 Scranton institution and a medns to
advante musical culture in the city, We want to
Americanize this noble institution and, to this
enil, we invite all people, regurdless of race or
¢lugs, to participate in the competitions as well
ag to bo present to enjoy the festival,

Having these objects in view, the commitiee, at
A genera)l meeting held April 12, 102, unaninious-
Iv adopted the following resolution:
